A man in ad probability.}- [There hits 
nothing yet been difeover’d to the con- 
trary , and the great Absurdities that 
• Attend the peopling of it are no way fo 
eafily folv’d. .Befides this Main Con- 

tinent which is mounted above the Face 
cf the Waters in one entire continua- 
tion of parts , there are many lejfcr 
1 (lands , enti rely fur rounded by the Sea , 
and divided from a U other ground. And 
all thefe are but fm abler S’. fieri to that 
great produff of Nature , the Main 
Continent , not differing from it in 
kind , but in bulk andftze. Whether 
they owe their birth to the general De- 
luge y or date their antiquity from the 
day of the Creation , the Scripture is 
filent j and fo am I. The Opinion of 
feveral I [lands being rent from the 
Main Continent , by the violent Incur •

fi ibjided , or been over-whelm'dl . 

The fume Earthquake does fome times 
■produce both effects • and the fame time 
brings Birth to one , and Burial to 
another. But thefe are the irregular 
mijcarriages of nature , labouring un- 
der a Convuljion Fit , and teach us what 
may be^ not what mujl be ; what na- 
ture may fometimes fuffer , not what 
jbe always doth. As for the whole 
Globe of Earth and Water , the admir 
rable intermixture of them both for 
ufe and beauty } doth highly befpeak the 
wifdome of the Maker , and doth - no 
lefs merit our contemplation , than the 
Canopy of Heaven . And that the 

rather 5 becaufe the inferiour World 
doth more neerly approach our Senfes , - 
and affords us clearer notice of their 
fate and condition. Among all the 
ajfociate Collection of Jjlands , that by 
reafon of their mutual vicinity , pafs 
under one common name , there are 
.none more remarkable than thofe of 
■ the Mgeaa Sea , or the Archipelago.

the then known world that was plan' 
ted principally by the Sons of Japhet > *' 
went under the common name of the 
'jflesof Gentiles, and the Iflands 
of Chittim. The Phoenicians , the 
fir ft eminent . Navigators jince the 
Flood , and the firjl Planters of Lear* 
-ningand Civility, as well as Colonies , 

■ along the J bores of the Mediterranean 
•and Atlantick' Seas , began their 
difcov cries in thefe Jjlands : LAhd 
■ there they have left fuch viftble Foot - 
fiepsof their frjl Plantation , that the 
names they bear to this day are mod 
of them of Phoenician Extraction. 
The Colonies planted in thefe Iflands 
by the Phoenicians, gave beginning to 
all thofe Arts and Sciences for which 
the Greeks were afterwards Jo famous , 
and their Language been held in fuch 
admiration to this day . The iEthio- 
pick Iflands are known all by Greek 
•names . but they are as far infer iour 
So the Cyclades in renown, as they are 
in number , having neither been the 
•Scene of Actions recorded , by fuch Jm- 
■ mortal pens / nor the native Soil of 
per font fo eminent for Arts and Arms.

. The conceit of Elyfium, or fitch it 
future happinefs at the Heathens 
dreamt of, was thought ft by their 
Poets to be fix* d 'upon fome remote 
Iflands t, therefore call'd the Blefled j I 
or • Fortunate iflands. The Hefpe- 
rides and Canaries have been Compe- 
titors for the Title, and our modern fear - 
, chers into Brittifii Antiquity do f rain 
hard to make the Cafllterides , or the 
Scilly and Mm, and Anglefey, put in 
for a claim. But the Poets have been 
more accurate in maintaining the Cha- 
racter of an earthly Paradife , and 
defer ibing a felicity of fate beyond 
that of a Platofliok j'; or Utopian 
Commonwealth , than in directing us 
by any rules of Geography , inhere it is 
to be found* And as they have left it 
indifferent to the Reader to fx the 
Local Situation; of fuch Iflands where 
they will, fo they have left it impojji- 
ble to any Reader tofnd fuch a place in 
the whole World, indeed it is the 
Tjigh prerogative of great and lafting 
-Wits to affix an efeem and veneration 
upon thofe places they make the Stage 
if their St fries, be they true or fdlfe ■

But in this point of credit , the Iflands 
of the Archipelago do far furpafs any 
other in the World . And this is true , 
not only of the licentious and extra - 
vagant Fables of their Romantick My* 
thologie ; but alfo in the graver and 
more creditable Records of fober Hifory. 
They did heretofore in a~ manner en- 
grofs the Monopoly of all the wit and 
Fancy both of Greece and Rome ? 
Jnfomuch, that ’tis hardly poffible for a 
man well vers’d in the Greek and Latin 
Tongues, to be a fir anger to the antient 
Geography ofthefe Places : And Pliny, 
who wits in nothing left erroneous, than 
in this part of his natural Hifory of 
Jhefe iflands , does honour the Bay 

Wherein they are fituate , with the Ti- 
tle of Sinus claritatis literarutjn 
. A Encomium , and fuch as no 
ether aggregate body of iflands had 
equal right to • The Japan , PhiHp- 

pine and Molucc o ‘Iflands in thJ

for number . but the only thing they 
itre fought for- is fome natural product 
peculiar' to their Soil and Climate , in

f ican Ocean \ hut we find not that the

/ ping and civil Culture } in the days of 
. Centilifm 5 but alfofor the early appear 
tance of the more glorious Sun-Jbine of 
the Heavenly DoEtrin of the Gofpc/i ; 
Sti John the Divine , honoured in the 
Oracles of God , with the peculiar Title 
tf the Difciple whom jefus loved ; . 
was once an Inhabitant of thefe Jflandsj. 
where he founded the Chriftiari Reli- 
gion, and writ that Divine and Myfic- ] 
ftout Book , which was indeed to him 
Apocalypfe , but to all future ages 
Apocrypha. St. Paul, that great 
Apojlle of' /Jk .Gentiles, did often crofs 

this Sea, to plant the Detfr in of Saha*, 1

ages, when the Divine Providence rai-j j 
fed up a Chriftian Emperour to proteft j

To whom we owe not only 
the transmitting the Holy Scriptures to 
our knowledge 5 but alfo the digefling 
the Doclriu of them into Articles of 
faith , the defence of Truth againjl all 
tnvajion of Err our , the faithful Re- 
cords of mofl pure and primitive Tra- 
dition the clear Expo ft ion of many 
0 bfcur f pajfages , which without their 
direction , might have been at this day 
unintelligible , and the great advan- 
tage of many learned and elaborate ' 
folumes of Orthodox Divinity , both 
Polemical and Practick, And of all . 
thofe many different Sells of Chrilti- 
anity in the Eaf, they have to this day 
ytofi firmly retain'd the ancient T ruths , 
and made, the leaf Deviation into. Er- 

* rour. if that ignorance which thofe 
barbarous extinguifhers of learning , 
the T urks, keep them in , renders that 
afflitted Nation obnoxious to be. impos’d 
upon , and incapable of knowing better, 
it deferves rather our pity , than our 
Contempt and f corn . It is rather a Mi* 
racle of Gods gracious Providence , that

There are no left than twenty 
Bijbops in the Archipelago, feme with 
the Title of Metropolite , as Mete- 
lyn and Methymia ■; others with the 
Title of Arcb-Bifbop , as Samos , and 
Andros , and fome with the hare Title 
of Bifhop , 4*Sciathus. Yet neither 
of the two firfl differ from the lajl in 
any things hut in Title , or priority of 
place. Their jurifdiffion is alike , it 

heingor dinary here for a Metropolite, 
and an Arch-Btfhop to he without a 
Suffragan. The reafon is , hecaufe of 
the great Revolutions , many of the old 
pifhopricks are lofl , and the ancient 
■> frame of Ecclefiaflical Polity much 

alter’d. The Patriarch continues the

Title of Metropolite upon all the places 
that formerly were fo , and the \ t itle 
of Arch-Bifhop , upon thofe that depend 
immediately upon the Patriarch , with- 
out any fuhjeffion to a Metropolite , 
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i o tne Reader. 

although they have no Bifbop unde & 
their jurifditfion. The following Tree- ‘ 
tifegiveth an account of three Iflands 
of the Archipelago , and Mount. 
Athos , the Great Academy for the. 
Greek Clergy, in all thefe places , he 
liv’d, and writes nothing, hut what 
be faw , or what he receiv’d from the 
eonjlant Tradition of the places : So 
jhat as to matters of fall , he may be 
better rely d upqn than thofe that write 
of places to which they are great ft ran-, 
gers. For the T\ ruth of what is rela- 
ted, is the main Potfulatutn of an Hi - 
Jfory, , 
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Amos , is one of the 
greateft, and *moft re 4 
markable Iflands of 
the o Archipelago, fitu- 
ate neaif the Conti- 
nent of Afta. It is 
Well knoWn that this was the Coun-* 
try of Pythagoras, and once was Go- 
vern’d by Kings of her owii , and 
has made ftout refiftance againft 
Athens , what time they both liv’d 
under a Democratical Government. 

\ The ruins which yet are to be feen 

fj there 
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there area Teftimony of her former 
greatnefs and wealth. But this 
lfland hath been fubjed to great 
changes and revolutions, even to 
utter defertion of Inhabitants for 
many Years. . Yet it being my main 
intent to give an account of its 
prefent State , I lhall wave the for- 
mer T ranla&ions of Ancient times, 
whereof there is frequent mention 
atnongft Hiftorians, and proceed 
to a furvey of its condition in thele 
Modern Times, under the Turkijh 
Empire * bow it is now Govern’d • 
what Revenues it yields, with a 
Geographical • [ Dcfcription of the 
Country. . * 

It is certain , that what time it 
pleas’d God for our fins to permit 
the Turks to fubdue Conflantinople , 
and the Archipelago , the lfland of 
Samos was totally difpeopl’d. Af- 
terwards one Kilitcb Aly Bdjba ar- 
rived here* and Landing with a 
fmall Company to Hunt , was fo 
taken with the place , that he was 
refolv’d to ask leave of the Grand 
Signior, to re-people the lfland:

Which having done, he-tranfpor- 
ted feveral Families from all the 
Voifinage efpecially from Metelync , 
fip that by degrees, it became full of 
Inhabitants , and now counts to 
the number of 18 Towns and ViU 
lages i r which I (bah now defcribe 
according to their Situation. 

The Ifle of Samos is 2 6 5 or 27 
F^rijLeagues in compafs , and lies 
in length Eaft and Weft. At the 
Weft end it has the Ille of N/caria , 
foine twelve Miles diftant: The 
Eaft end is fo near the Continent 
of dfia , that in fome places men 
can Difcourfe one with another 
from the two Shores. This near- 
nefs of tli© Eaft end of smos to 
the Continent of a nar* 

row Frith about fix- Miles in length , 
no where above 3 Miles in breadth ? 
which by realon of little Illands in 
it, is a great Neft of Pirats , whont 
no Ships that come into this Strait 
canefcape, but by putting to Shore 
on each fide ., where they are in 
equal danger of being made a Prey. 
Thefe Pirats for the moft part are 
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either from CM alto, , Legorn, Savoy \ 
or Sardinia. 
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At thCentrance into this Streight, 
which the lurks call Dardbogazy , /. 
The Mouth of the Streight, lies 
all along the Mountain for the fpace 
. of a Mile, the place* where the Old 
ou Samos City of 1 ftood 5 remarkable 

yet for -ibme remainders of -the 
Walls and ruins of old Churches^ 
and large Stones, fome 3 , Tome 4* 
fome 5 yards long £ befides many 
Marbles and Pillars \ notwithftani- 
ding the many choice pieces carried 
away by the V enbtfdhs 1 r j r i W hen they 
were Lords of the Archipelago; 
But the Greeks- at this day dare not 
touch a Stone, fo much as to Build 
with, fpr feyr of - Imprifbnment by 
thzTurksi under colour of having 
found a Treafure in thofe old Ruins; 

^ -And being once Imprifon’d upon 
fuch a pretence , 1 they are fure to 
lye fa ft till all they have be feiz’d. a 
• ThefeRuins are no lefs than fix 
miles in compafs. Upon the lame 
Mountain in the middle of a deep 
and large Grotto j ftands a Church

happen to hear of any Ships coming 
by lome other Meffenger, before he 
that is to Watch, brings the News , 
he is fure to receive 500 Baftinadoes - 
upon the Soles of his Feet for his 
negleft. • 

O verragainft the Old C ity, about 
chora, or a Mile diilant to the Weft , ftands 
the New, now known by the name 

of my&Kvt , Megale Chora, or 

the great Town , becaufe it is big- 
. ger than the reft of the Ifle. Here 
the principal Men of the Ifle have 
their refidence , i. e. the Arch-bi- 
'ihop, th qC adder, with three or 
four Turki/h Families , the Aga, with 
tenor a dozen other Turks to aflift 
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him in the Execution of his 
Charge. V ' 

The Caddees Office is to pro- 
nounce Law , and the Aga’ s to put 
it into Execution , and to Levy all 
Taxes whatfoever. There are ma- 
ny who fubmit themfelves to the 
Jurifdi&ion of the Arch*bilhop , 
elpecially the Ecclefiafticks. But 
if any Man reft unfatisfied with the 
Arch-bilhops Judgment, he may 
appeal to the Caddee. There are 
very few Turks in this Ifle, befides 
the forementioned. They had a 
Molque, but the Venetians batter’d it 
down the firft time they came with 
their Fleet to fubdtre the Ifland to 
their obedience, and to oblige them 
to contribution. But the Samians 
at firft refus’d to pay Contribution , 
or to appear before the General , but 
made tneir efcape into the Moun- 
tains , fearing the Venetians would 
(oon be repuls’d by the T wks , and 
they be chaftis’d for fo quick a Re- 
volt. But when the great Town 
was taken * and plunder’d , and the 
'Mofquein it quite batter’d down,

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the ^4 and Caddee, gave permifliort 
to the Iflanders to pay a yearly trU 
bute of 80000 Dollers or Crowns 
to the Vepetiwu Yet after the 
Peace made, when the Turks were 
re-eftablifh’d , they would neither 
Repair their batter’d Mofque> nor.

There 
is no excule for any petfon , and he 
that cannot pay , is clapt into 
C hains, and led about as a Prifbner, 
till he has either fold his Goods , or 
beg’d Money to defray the charge

Every Mafter of a Fa- 
mily is oblig’d to attend the Aga at 
fuch time as he puts all his Corn in 
a readinefs to be meafur’d. And 
then is one of the CM uf afar ides fent, 
who is to be entertain’d at the 
charge of the Mafter of the Family, 
but inftead of taking a Tenth of 
the Corn , which is ftri&ly his due ♦ 
he takesMoney according to his own 
valuation of the price of Corn. »' 
AH Wines, Aquavit# and Oyl , 
are Tith’d according to an ancient 
rate fet down in the Court Rolls. 

Heretofore there was no Impofi- 
tion taken upon Silks, becaule it 
was a Manufacture exercis’d only 
by the hands of Women, ’till a cer- 
tain Aga came, that defir’d a little 
to make him a Girdle • and . being 
prefented With a good handfome 
Basket full: The next year he de- 
manded the like quantity every 
whereas his due. 

The Habit of the Samians is like 
the T ttrks : A long Veft , like our 
Gaffock, down to the Heels with a 
Girdle about the Loins, and over 
‘ *» • > •' - it 
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it a loofe Garment, like a Batched , 
lour of Arts Gown; The Women ■ 
likewife imitate the Turkish Women 
in their Apparel , girded about the j 
Loins , a white Vail over their * 
Heads; The young Women let ■ 
their hair hang down behind, in a j 
long Lock plaited , and ty’d at the 
end with a Silver or Guilt Chain. ^ 
In former times, the greateft part j 
of the Ifles of the Archipelago were 
under the Jurildi&ion of the Arch- j 
Bifliop of Rhodes . and this Ifle had 
a Bifhop that was Suffragan to that 
Arch-Bifhop. But fince the laft 
re-peopling of the Hie , it has been 
under the Patriarch of Conflantim- 
/>/<?, who beftow’d it upon the great 
Church of Conflantinople , and fent 
- a Vicar to collect all the Ecclefiafti- 
cal Revenues. And in this condi- * 
tion it continu’d for an hundred 
years ,v ’till the People of the Ifle 
did petition the Patriarch to let 
them have an Arch-Bifhop , which 
accordingly he did , and, appointed 
them the Bifhop of Nicarix for their 
Suffragan 5 but that Ifland being too 
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poor to maintain a Bilhop at this , 
day the Arch-Bilhop of Samos has 
now no Suffragan at all. 

When a new Arch-Bifhop comes, 1 
he (hews his Patent from the Grand 
Signior to the Caddee • then fum- , 
mons all the Proejli of the Villages 
to whom having read his Patent , 
he has it Regifter’d in the publick 
Records of tllelfland. This done, 
they all accompany him to the Ca* 
thedral Church, where after the 
Reading of his Inftitutions , given 
by the Patriarch, he is plac’d in the 
Archiepifcopal Throne, where eve- 
ry one comes to kils his Hand , and 
he beftows upon them his Bene- 
di<5tion* and then makes them a 
Speech (if he find himfelf of fuffr 
cient capacity todo’t. ) This is the 
way of his Inveftiture into the 
Arch-Bilhoprick of Samos and Ni- 
.earia . 

At his firft coming , the Pkf>a.i> or 
Parifii Prieft of the Church of his 
Refidence prefents him 15 , or 20 
Dollers * they of the other Chur*- 
ehes according to their Abilities; . 
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Thefirft year of his coming , every 
Parilh Prieft pays him 4 Dollers , 
and the following years 2. Every 
Lay-man pays - him 48 Afpers, ana 
the following years 24. The reft 
af his Revenues comes in by Or- 
dinations and Marriages. One 
part of the liland come to Megale 
Chore , w here he Refides , for Li- 
cenfes to Marry, the other part 
to his Vicar General at Carlovaft. 
The Samians, pay one Doller for a 
Licerife 5 all Strangers two ; But he 
that comes after firft Marriage for a 
Licenfe for a fecond, or third , pays 
three or four. Since Samos has been 
ah Arch-Bilhoprick , there has been 
hitherto but eight 5 1. Jtbanafus ; 
2 . Ajithimvs . 3 . Par the him ; 4. Cor- 
nelius • 5. Chrijlophorm 3 6. Neophy- 
■ tm ; 7. ‘Jofepb (who writ this Hi* 
ftory in vulgar Greek) and Philaretm 
that now fucceeds him.

The Patriarch of Confiantinople , in 
imitation of our Saviour, doth ev$- 
ry year, on Maunday Thursday , W afh 
the Feet of twelve Men in Holy 
Orders, who are at that time cal- 
led the twelve Apoftles 5 and every 
Prieft hath at that time the name 
of lome particular Apoftle* After 
he had been Arch-Bifhop 1 5 years , 
upon a Complaint made again ft 
him by the Inlanders to the Capstan 
Bajha , or Admiral of the T urkijh 
Fleet , he was clapt into prifon ,, 
whence being releas’d by a fum of 
Moneyjie became afterwards Arch- 
Bifliop of Cafarea in Cappadocia, 
Parthenius a Theban , was T re- 
flated from the Arch-Bi lhoprick of 
Patras to Samos , where he prefided 
i 2 yearns , only Under the Titld of

meaner and unufual Title, he was 1 • 
admitted to the full Rights and Dig- I 
nityof an Arch-Bifhop. 

'.Cornelius of Metelyne was depo-' ; 
fed by the Patriarch of Conjlantino - ; 
fie , after he had fat fix years. j 

Chrifiophorus a Samian , was clapt 
into the Galleys by the Venetian j 
Admiral, for not paying Contribu- 
tion to the Venetians , at the ap- 
pointed time 5 for hapning to be 
Arch-Bifhop in the beginning of 
that War between the Turks and 
Venetians (fo calamitous to all the 
Greek Ifles ) the Venetians then Ma- 
ilers at Sea, forc’d all the Archipelago 
to contribution* He to fecure his 
poor flock, the Samians,* from in> 
mediate Plunder , Rapine , Cap- v 
tivity , and other Infolencies , did 
engage for railing the demanded 
Contribution , which was an high 
fum for that place , but was not 
•able to make good his promife with- 
in the appointed time 5 becaufe of 
the Peoples poverty: Whereupon 
the Venetian Admiral , without any 
z ' • refpeft 
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refpeft to his Religion as a chrifiian 
or to his place and quality as an 
Arch-Bilhop , did moft Barbaroufly 
put him into the Gallies , a punifti- 
linent commonly impofed upon Tur- 
kijh Captives , or fuch chrijlians on- 
ly as were grofs and notprious Ma- 
lefaftours , and judicially qoa- 
demn’d for capital Crimes. 

Neopbytus of Siphanto fat 6 years,' 
and deceafed in the Ifllnd. 

After him came Jofeph Georgirene, 
of the Ifland of Milos , who was 
Confecrated, October 7. 1 666. He 
fat here five years , till after the ta- 
king of Candle, the Turks grew 
more- populous , and conlqquently 
more abufive: So that wearied with 
their injuries, he retired to the 
Holy Grotto of the Apocalypse, in the 
1 Ifleof Pat/nos. 

After he had voluntarily retir’d 
from his Arch-Bilhoprick , the Pa- 
triarch of Confiantinople did pre- 
lently fubftitute in his place pbilare - 
' tps of the Ifle of Stphantv. 

And thus much concerning the 
Arch-Bilhop or Samos , his Inve- 
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ftiture, his Jurifdi<5Hon> and his 
Revenue.

mand , were about to buy the 
Bread, till St. Theron , that was a 
Martyr under Maxtmin , appearing 
to the Patriarch Eudoxius , admo- 
nilh’d him to forbid the Greeks to 
Eat any Bread of the Bakers ma- 
king, becaufe it was mix’d with 
the Blood of Bealls offer’d to Idols. 

The Patriarch then ask’d the Saint 
what the People Ihould Eat. He v 
told them Colyba , and fo Ihew’d hint 
the way how to make it. But now 
the Greeks ufe it at thefe Funeral 
Commemorations, and on a Shrove - .

T He Ifle of Nicarta being under 
the Jurifdidion of the Arch- 
3i(hop of Samos , I thought it ex- 
pedient to add this Relation of it, 
as a Supplement to that of Samos. 

Nicarta lies in length Eaft and 
Weft 5 its prolped on the North 
is to Scio , on the South to Paras 
and Naxos , on the Eaft to Patmos , 
and the Weft to Mycone. Three 
Miles diftant from the Ifland , on 
the South-fide towards Patmos , 
lye fome fmall Illands unhabited 5 
but known by the name of Fumy , 
and furnifh’d with good HarbourrJ 
capacious enough for all forts of 
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Veffels. Here tbe Cor fairs of Mal- 
ta. , and other Chrijlians , us d to 
lay in wait for Ships that trade 
from Scioto Rhodes. It lies twelve 
Miles diftant from Samos. The Sea 
about it was formerly call d the 
Jcarian Sea, from Icarus^ fo Fa*. . 
mous among the Ancisnt Poets. ;i

It is upwards of fourfcore Miles 
in compafs, and yet has not one 
Port nor Road for great Ships , 
but only two froall Creeks for lit- 
tle Boats. The one called tov 'dyiov 
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Church here dedicated to St. Pho- ■ 
cm: The other is called Keramy ^ 
fo extremely bad , that they that 
come a fhorc here are forc’d to draw 
, . up their Boats after them. A Mile 
of Keramy is a little Ifland call’d 
K*gajSosx<ri, Karavojlaft , or the Rode 
' for fmall Veflels , call’d Karavia. 
This affords a good retreat for Vefc 
fels in Tempeftuous Weather. And 
,• - > when ’tis fair, they lade and unlade 
their Velfels with all poflible fpeed, 
.at the Shore <?f Icarut, and fo 
retire, for fear of a Storm. 

(3) Hor. All the ( a ) Illand is very Mountai- 

nous and full of Rocks, which 
Sr* i- caufes but few Villages, and thole 
i p»/. very fmall , none of them excee- 

ding an ioo Houles. The Pro- 
. , montory towards Samos is' call’d

The Tower is yet (landing, and

ftaken in theeommon Fable, as to

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were here kept Prifoners. But 
they are given to a Credulity of 
new reports more . inconvenient 
than that of old Fables , and that 
the belief of Treafijres hid in all 
old Ruins ever fince the taking of 
Conflmtinople , where l'o much was 
found long after it was burn’d. 

' This conceit blown up by various 
reports , and the Itch of talking 
on one fide , and the great credulU 
; ty of ignorant People on the other, 
hath eucrtafed into a vulgar Tra- 
dition, very incommodious to the 
Greeks , and whereat the Turks 
take great advantage againft them , 
in cafe they meddle with any Ruins, 
either for Curiafity or Ufe, And 
And thefe Hlanders have a com- 
mon Tradition , that about this old 
| Tower of Icarus lyes a great trealiirr, - 
whereof part, though not all, they 
fay, was carri’d away fome 40 years 
ago, by fome ^ftaticks^ that came over 
1 by ftealth, and in the N ight, dug up 
i alltheground 5 And an old Man, 
whom Ifpoke with, that faw them 
at work , but durft not come neer 

till ft 
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till they had all gone aboard , and ‘ 
fetSail, upon his approach, found 
the dead Carkafe of a Man newly 
{lain ; whom they fuppofe was 
facrific’d to the Genius of the place, 
or the Guardian Angel of the Trea- 
fure. They add befides , that be- 
fore this adventure of the A ft sticks , 
the place was haunted with a Spirit, ' 
which alwaies appear’d in black, 
and deftroy’d their Oxen , at leaft 
one in a year. B ut fince that time , 
the place was no more haunted, nor 
did the Labourers ever complain of 
thelofsof an Ox. 

About this Shore are the beft 
Cockles of all the Archipelago. 
The principal Villages are i. Ca - 
choria, of io©Houfes, and two or 
.three Ches. 2. steli , famous for ( 
great abundance of Nut-Trees. 
3. Af/tfara, befides which is an 
Hermitage , and a Church, where-* 
in are kept the Reliques of St. The - 
citifies , who was of Lesbos , and 
whom the People do think yet does 
Miracles at this day. Here are in 
the Ifle, tfoe Ruins of a greater 

Town 
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Town than any now is. The 
Church is yet (landing, and goes by 
the name of St. He liens. • The 
Beauty of its Fabrick, is a clear ar- 
gument, it was built in the days of 
the Confiantinopolitan Emperours 5 
and though it has no Houle neer 
hand it , yet great relort is made 
hither for Devotion; and from 
time to time there never wants a 
Papas to fay the Prayers of the 
Church in it. 

There are befides thefe three al- 

f ' T * 

ready nam’d , a great many little 
Villages (batter’d up and down 
through the whole Eland, which 
for the number of Houfes, are lar- 
ger of extent than thofe in Samos t, 
for here every Houfe is environ’d 
with its proper Garden , Orchard * 
but the Houles in Samos are com- 
monly built clofer, and their Gar- 
dens, and Orchards at a greater 
diftance. 

The whole Eland is for the moft 
part Mountainous , and Rocky. 
The Valleys are few , and little in 
compafc 5 fo that with great labour, 

■(■and 
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and difficulty, they force out of to 
barren a Soil, that little Corn they 
- have ; which is not fufficient to 
feed the Inhabitants above one 
half the year; and lays a neceffity 
upon the Nicarians to traffick 
abroad for fupplies ellewhere. But 
principally they trade to Scio for, 
Corn, whither they carry Wood 
from Samos, and the neighbouring 
parts of Natolia. They are very l 
expert in making Boats , and fmall 
Veffels , which are in fuoh efteem, 
that they are bought up by all their 
Neighbours. Befides their Traf- 
hck in Wood aad fmall Veflels,they 
vend good ft ore of Sheep and J 
Goats , wherewith their Moun- 
tains are well ftor’d. And yet 
their care to keep them is lo fmall, , 
that without either milking them, 
or driving them into Coats , or , 
Folds, or making any limits or 
bounds , they only vifit them twice 
a Year , to count the number of 
their Flocks , and to , imprint the 
Marks of the proper Owners. 
Some there are, and thofe of the 
*■ v Ri^heft, 
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Richeft, that are at the trouble of 
milking fo many , as may fupply 
their Family with Cheefe. They 
vend likewife good ftore of Swings 
Flelh. Wax, and Honey they have 
great plenty of , but their Honey is 
in no great efteem , becaufe of 
that bitternefs of tafte which it 
receives from their Bees feeding up- 
on Firr leaves, which Tree that 
Bland abounds with. 

The moft commendable thing of 
thislflandis their Air and Water, 
both fo healthful , that the People 
are very long liv'd , it being an 
ordinary thing to fee perfons in it 
of anioo years of Age, which is 
a great wonder, conlidering how 
hardily they live. There is not a 
Bed in the Illand , the Ground is 
their Tick , and the cold Stone 
their Pillow, and the Cloaths they 
wear is all the Coverlet they ufe. 
They provide no more Apparel 
than what 'they wear all at once , 
when that is pad wearing any lon- 
ger, then think of a new Suit. 
Betwixt their , ordinary times of 
. : ' ; \ : • Eating, 
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Eating , there is not a piece of * 
Bread to be found, in the Ifle. A 
little before Dinner, they take as 
much Corn as will ferve that 
Meal , grind it with a Hand-Mill , 
bake it upon a flat Stone ; when 
’tis Bak’d, the Mafter of the Fa- 
mily divides it equally among the 
' Family* but a Woman with child* 
has two Ihares. • If any Stranger 
comes in , every one pafts with a 
Piece of his own fliare to accom- - 
, modate the Stranger^ Their Wine 
is always made with a third part 
Water, and fo very weak and fmalh 
When they drink it, fo much as is 
thought lufiicient is put into onC 
' large Bowl , and fo pafles roundi 
The Nicarians are the only Iflanders 
, of all the ^Archi^eUgo , that nci- j 
ther keep Wine to fell, nor lay it' 
up in Wooden Veflels , but in long 
Jars, cover’d all over in the Ground. 
When they have a mind to Tap it , 
they make a Bung-hole in the top, 
and draw it out with Canes* 
Their Houfes are fo plain, that all 
the Furniture you can rfee is an 

• % 
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nothing but bare Walls : That little 
they have befides is all hid under 
Ground ; not fo much for fear of 
the Corfairs (from whom their Po- 
verty is a fure guard) as out of Cu- 
ftome. Nor are they all fo poor, 
as not to be able to buy Beds , but 
cuftom has brought them into a 
contempt of Beds, as meerly fuper- 
, fluous 5 infomuch, that when they 
Travel into other Iflands, they • 
refufe the offer of a Bed. A Prieft 
of Nicaria coming into Samos } was 
courteoufly entertain’d by thofe of 
his Order , and at Night was of- • 
fer’d a Bed to lye in 5 he thank’d 
. them , but refus’d , nor could by 
any importunity be prevail’d upon, 
but told them the Earth was his 
u Mother , from whence he would 
not keep a diftance • befides he was 
: afraid of being Sick , if he fhould . 

• lye in a Bed 5 and therefore if they 
had a kindnefs for him , they muft 
give him the liberty of fleeping 
| after his own Country way. 

When I went to vifit 'them as 
1- c •. • ' ' Arch- 


Hand-Mill, befides this, there is 
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Arch-Biihop , and ignorant of the 
cuftom of the Country , carry’d 
no Bed. At Night where I firft 
lodg’d, asking for a Chamber, they 
told me they had no other than that 
where I firft came 5 then asking for 
a Bed , they told me it was not the 
Cuftom of the Country; then de- 
firing to borrow fome Bed Cloaths 
> for Love or Money, all they brought 
me was one Smock made of courfe 
- Dimity. • . . r 

They have no great communi- 
cation one with another, any far- 
ther than the publick times of Sa- 
cred Solemnities, or Civil Bufinefs 
doth caufe them to come together. 
At other times they keep ftridfely 
/ \vithin the narrow Sphere of their 
;V own affairs. Formal Vifits, Treats; , 
and Entertainments, are things un- 
. known. If any bufinefs do put 
. them upon a Vifit to their Neigh- 
bour , they come not clofe to his 
Door , but ftand off at a great di- 
ftance , and call aloud to him * If 
he make them anfwer, they d if* 



courfe the Bufinefs they came about 
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ftanding off at the fame diftance; 
except they be earneftly invited to 
come in. And this way of difc 
courfing at a diftance they pfadice 
more in the Fields and Mountains • 
their Voices being lb ftrong , that 
\ ’tis ordinary to talk at, a Miles di- 

i l ftance; fometimes at four or five, 
where the Vajleys interpos’d be- 
5 tween, two hills give advantage 
to the Voice. . Sometimes they can 
difcourfe at that diftance, that the 


carriage of the Sound through the 
Winding of the Valleys, lhall re- * 
quire half a Quarter of” an Hours 
| time } and yet they make diftind , 
and proper Anfwers , , both audible 
and intelligible , without the help 
of a Stentofophwicd Trumpet. 

Their Habit for the Men > is a

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own Shoe-maker. The Women 
have nothing but one Smock , but , 
io large , that they wrap it double , 
or treble down to the Girdle , but 
below the Girdle (ingle. The 
Priefts, for greater reverence in the 
Church, ty two Towels about their 
Legs , the one is their ufual Bonnet, 
and the other their Girdle : fo that • 
they perform facred Offices un- 
guirt, as well as uncover’d. 

Of all the Ifles of the Arebtpeldg» i 
this only admits of no mixture with 
ftrangers in Marriage , nor admits 
any ftranger to fettle with them: 
They being, as they pretend, all de- 
fcenaed of the Imperial Blood of 
the Porphyrogenneti , muft not ftain 
their noble Blood with inferiour 
Matches, or mixtures with Choriats , 
or Peafants , for (b they term all ' 
the other Iflanders. 

Porphyrogenneti , were thofe of 
the Blood Royal , in the Days of 
the Creek Emperours > fo call’d , 
from their wearing of Purple , 
which was a Badge of Royalty, 

' and allow’d only to Princes of the 

Blood 4 
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Blood ; and not from an houfe call’d 
Porphyra , where the Empreffes 
were wont to lie in . But Purple 
was throughout the Eaft , the 
known Badge of Royalty. Hence 
came that unfan&ify'd Wit , and 
learned’ft Writer that ever oppos’d 
the Chrijlian Religion with his Pen , 

* to be call’d Porphyrin* : For his true 
name in the Language of Syria, 
his native Country , was Malchus , 
or King 5 blit the Greeks did para- - 
phrafe it Porphyrins , or Purple- 
frobed ; that being a Colour pecu- 
liar to Kings. 

They have a great ttappinefs^ 
by reafon of their poverty , in not 
being molefted by the Turks , whd 
think it not worth their while to 
come among them, not if they 
v Ihould , were they likely to enjoy ’ 
any quiet, without keeping a ftron- 
ger Guard than the Revenues of 
the Ifle would maintain. Once 
they flew a Caddee , ferit by the 
Grand Signiof, and being fummon’d 
to Anfwer for their Crime , they 
by common eonfent own’d the Fa&* 1 
f '■ f i but , v 
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but would name no particular Man ." \ 
So that the T urkijb Officers looking ’ 
upon their beggerly Cloaths 
thought there was neither gain nor 
glory in punilhing fuch Milcreants , ' 
and that in Juftice, they muft pu- 
nifli all, or none, difmifs’d them 
untouch’d. From that time no; 
T urk ever troubled them : For they :■ 
take all courfes imaginable to leem- 
poor 5 and wherefoever they cornel 
abroad, they count it no ihame to, 
beg Alms; Yet they make a Ihift 
every year to levy 300 Crowns for, 
tlje Arch-Bilhop. They are go- 
vern’d by- a Proefti of their own 
chufing, whoalfolevys their Ha-i 
ratch or Tribute to the Grand Sigr; 
nior, and takes care to carry it to ; 
the CAgnot scio. As for their Re-, 
ligion , it is the fame with that of ■ 
Samos . but their Priefts are more 
ignorant. . 

Thus you have an account of 
a fmail Ifland , the Pooreft , and 
yet the Happieft of the \j\xo\c<y£g<tan 
Sea* The Soil is Barren , but the 
Air is Healthful j their Wealth is

Jwt fmall ; ' but their Liberty and 
Security is great. They are not 
molefted with the Tyrannous In- 
iolence of a Turkijb Officer, nor 
with the frightful Incurfions of 
barbarous and mercilefs Pirates. 
Their Diet and Apparel is below 
the Rate of Beggars in other Coun- 
trys , and their Lodging is a thing 
of no more care, or coft, than that 
of theBeaftsof the Field , yet their 
Bodies are ftrong and hardy , and • 
the People generally long liv’d. 
They live with as little forecaft, 
as if they expe&ed not to furvive 
a Day , being contented to fatisfy 
the prefent neceffities of Nature. 
They do properly In diem vivere , 
or as we fay , From Hand to 
Mouth. They have but little, yet 
they never Want. Their Igno- 
rance is equal to their Poverty , 
and contributes much to their con- 
tent. And how well they efteem 
of their own condition, their con- 
tempt of their Neighbouring 
Iflands , and fcorning to mix with 
them in Alliance by Marriage, is 
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a manifeft fign» Whence we may 
learn, that they approach the 
neareft to Contentednefs is this 
Life ; whole defires are contracted 

into the narroweft compaft.

It is furnilh’d with very commodi- 

ous Havens , to which it owes its 

being inhabited , though not lo 

well as in former times , as appears 

by the many and great Ruins in it. 
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This Ifland was eminent for thole 
wonderful Revelations which the 
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BlelTed Apoftle, and Evangelift 
St. John had in it, during his banilh- 
y ment thither in the time of the Per- 
fection under DomitUn . T he fub- 
ftance of' what is related . in that 
Life of St. John, that go^s under the 
Name of Prochorus , is generally 1 
believ’d in Pairnosxo this day* 
though the Author might Jje of 
later years than Prochorus 5 the Dilci- 
ple of St. John > as the molt judi- < 
cious Hiftorians of later days do 
pronounce him to be : Yet that 
' the whole contents of that Book 
fliould be a meer Fable, and nothing 
hut the Produft of the Authors 
invention and fancy, is very impro- 
bable. For though he might takq 
great liberty in the Manner and Cir- 
eumftanceof what he relates, yet 
the Matter and Subftance were 
built upon fome foundations of real • y 
Truth, and fuch as many Books 
• now not extant , and the Streams, 
pf Tradition then nearer the Foun- 
tain, but now run dry , might ac- 

* v 9 * J • • 
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quaint him with. That the IHanc), 
at St. John’s firft coming were all 
Idolaters, had people poffelTed with 
Devils , and were mif-led with Ma- 
gicians, is more than probable, 

That St. John’s calling a Devil out 
of young K^dfollonides , had a great 
influence on the peoplesCon verfion, 
and rais’d him the Enmity of a 
Magician , and all that -he coqld 
draw after him, is a thing realbna- 
bly credible. The Name of Cynops 
the Magitian, is known to all the 
People to this day 5 yea, not with- 
out lome very improbable circum- s 
fiances of the Story , that St. John 
fliould caufe him to jump twice in- 
to the Sea, and the fecond time to 
be turn’d into a Rock , which now 
bears his name. However it is no 
fmall eredit to a Place , otherwile

very inconliderable , that that great 
Apoftle , once the peculiarly belo- 
ved Difciple ; who of all the Apo- 
files, did alone furvive our Savi- 
ours judicial coming into his King- . 
domof Power and Vengeance up- 
on the, JemJh Nation: that ho. 

fliould 
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fhould be for no (mall time an In? 
habitant of this Ifland , and there 
Pen that Myfterious and Sublime 
Book, which to him indeed was 
Apocalypfe , but to' all others Apo- 
crypha , to him a Revelation, but 
to us yet an hidden Myftery : like 
the former Prophecies of the Old 
Teftament, that were never right- 
ly underftood till a&ually fulfill’d. 
The Tradition of this Ifland is ve- 
ry pofitive 9 that be writ his Gofpel 
here likewife, and that upon the 
Requeft of the. Iflanders , who at 
his departure , after feven ' years 
abode in the Ifland , did importune 

him to leave {hem in writing what 

they ought to believe : Whereupon 
he ftaid eight days longer, to didate 
the Gofpel to his Difciples that writ 
it. 

They add more , that as he was 
beginning the Work, there hap- 
ned a great Thunder and Earth- 
quake, whereupon, looking upto

. The Original of this Ifland , as 
it is 'at this day, is afcribed to 
St. Chrifiodoulus , in the Days of 

Alexius Comnenus. 

It was Alexius Comnenus + the firlj; 
of that name, in whole dayes bet 
ganthe Holy War, who reigned 
the 20 laft years of the tenth Cen- 
tury, and the 18 firft of the ele- 
venth, and was contemporary with 
WiUium the Conquerour , and God* 
frey of Bulloigne, This Chrifiodou- 
lus was Abbot of Latros , and had 
• • ^ » • 

jurildi&ion over fome 20 Monafte* 
ries m Afia^ near a great Lake 
about a days Journey and half from 
Ephefus. He being molefted by the 
T urh , (whofe power now mighti- 
ly encreas’d in Afia ) obtained leave 
of the Emperour to build a Mona- 
ftry in Patmosi Whither having 
tranfported his Wealth and Family, 
he built a Monaftry near the Port 

.A- • ' Ot 
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or Nefiia , and named it Rouvali. 
But not liking the place , (and as 
, -the Tradition goes , being warned 
by a Vifion , and a Voice from Hea- 
ven,) he quitted that Monaftry., 
and- built another in the higheft 
.part of the Illand, and fortifiM 
it with a ftrong Caftle, environ’d 
with high and ftrong Walls: And 1 
v there he huilt a Church. The In- 
' habitants that lay fcatter’d in the 
IUe, defired leave to build Huts neer 
the lyioijaftry , for their better Shel- 
ter, aijd defence % in cafe of any 
fudden Attaque by Pirats. In pro- 
cels of time, thefe Huts were 
chang’d into fair Houfes v and by 
Trade and Commerce , became a 
great Town, to the number of 
800 Houles, and there Inhabited , 
by rich Merchants, that traded in- 
to all parts. But the many. Revo-. 
Jutions that have happen’d fince , 
have eclips’d the former Glory of 
the place : And their Ships of Mer- 
chandife are all dwindl’d into fmall 


Filher Boats, and the Inhabitants 
5ire all extremely poor. . ...

< fes. The Ifland is well ftored with 
Vines, Figg-Trees, Lemon, and 
Orange Trees ; and Corn fufBcienc 
for the Inhabitants , if they could j 
keep what they have free from the 
Robbery of Pirats , as well ebri- j 
fiian as Mahometan, that often, pil- ' ! 
lage the poor People, who have 
• no other remedy but patience , and 
fometimes the plea fure of feeing 
them perilh at Sea , that have been 
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fo irijjarious to a Shore; The Pat-' 
mians complain more of the Cru- 
elty of the chripAH pirats, than 
of the Turks . : . And though the 
Iflanders hive procur’d Charters 
and Patents from the Pope 5 the 
King of Prance 5 from the State of 
Venice - from the Dukes of Tufcany- 
from the Grand Maftejr of Maltha $ 
to fecure them from the Injuries of 
Chriflian Corfairs • it is fo;far from 
prevailing upon them to withhold 
their hands front rapine, that it 
does but* provoke them to more 
fiercenefs. ' Yet thefe Pirats fomer 
times are made the vifible obje&s of* 
Divine.' Vengeance. About fix 
years ago , the Marquefs de Fleury , 
that carry ’d away not only the Gra- 
zing , but the Working Cattle V 
had got no further than Paros ^ ’till 
his Ship funk in the Port , and he 
was taken Prifoner , and clapt into 
cuftody at Corfou^ by the Venetians, 

Another that pillag’d the Monaftry 
of Liptos, , had no (ooner put to Sea,' 
but meeting with fome saiks, to 
which he gave earneft Chafe , he 
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run himlelf a Ground , and there 
periih’d he , and all his Company. 

Let us now return to the State 
and Government of the Place. The 
whole Iflartd was givenJbyf a) Alexius 
Comnenus to Chrijlodoulns , and hisr 
fucceffours in the Monaftry , and 
the Iflands near about , that were 
not inhabited. And what Culture 
they beftow on the little Iflands * 
or what Cattle thty put to Grazing 
there , becomes all a Prey to the 
Cor fairs ; fo that the Revenues of 
this Monaftry are now much di- 
mi nifh’d > and the Monks become 
extremely poor. And his Son Cab 
Johannes^ gave alfo fourteen Villages 
in Candih: But the T nrks left them 
but one fmall Hofpital in Candie, 
which yields them 200 Dollars a 
Year, whereas their Revenues be- 
fore were at- leaft 1 3000, Befides 
the greaLMonaftry , there is a little 
Nunnery >> containing 40 Nuns* 
This was built but an age ago. 
They purchafe their living by their 
labour, for they have no Revenues ; 
only the Abbot of the great Mona- 
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ftry is oblig’d to fupply them with a 
Reverend Ancient Monk, to do 
all Sacred Offices among them; 
Befides thefe, there are iome 1'mall 
Hermitages that maintain fome 
few Monks. * i. The Hermitage? 
of the Holy Grotto of St. John the 
Divine. 2. The Hermitage of 

the Partfceve. 3. Of the Anhuh- 
tiation of the BlelTed Virgin , late- 
ly built by a Bilhop in this laft Cen- 
tury. 4. The Hermitage , called 
Afimati. Laftly, in a place called 
the Gardens, which furnilh the 
Monks Kitchin with all necefTaries. 
They have certain Chappels ton- 
fecrated for the Labourers , at cer- 
tain Hours j to hear Prayers , and 
lb return to their Work. 

And this is the ptefent Condition 
of the Ifle of Patmos , ohte faliious 
for the Refidence of that great Apo- 
ftle St. John , and for the great- and 
myfterious Revelation he had in it. 
But now groaning under the Yoke 
of fuch Lords as are cottimoti ene- 
mies to the Chriftian Faith , by 
whom they are both kept in great

yet ill prote&ed againft the violent 
Incurfion of Pirats and Robbers : 
lb that Poverty is their beft Pro- 


tection againft Rapine, and Pa- 
tience the only Remedy againft the 
grievous Yoak of Tyrannical Op- 
preffion* ■ ■ - • 
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M Ount ^yithos is a demy-Ifle,’ 

or Cherfonefe, lying betwixt 
the Gulf of strymon y from a River 
of that name on the North , and 
the Gulf of Singas^ from the Town 
Singus , on the South. T he ijlkmus , 
or Neck of. Land that parts them , 
is not much above a Mile broad : 
It is called by the Greeks c/ Ay»ov o^oy, 
and AthotuH , by the Franks , (or 
Weftern chrifttans ) Monte Santo. \ t 
is 170 Miles in compafs. Lemnos 
ftands dire&ly Eaft of it, fome 40 
Miles diftant, and a little before 
Sun-fet is overlhadow’d by it. 
JhafTos is 30 Miles diftant to the 
' * - G 3 North- 
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North-eaft. Theffdomca is four \ 
days Journey to the Weft, and 
Tbilippopoli as many to the North. 
On the Land fide there ftands 
eredfced a great Wooden Crofs , be- 
yqhd which all Women are forbid- 
den to pa fs. Becaufe the Caloirs y 
theonly Inhabitants of the place, , 
are forbidden all communication ' 
with Women, as the principal Rule 
of their Profellion. 

Not far from this Croft, without 
the Bounds, on the Water-fide , 
ftands a Village call’d AlUdUva. 
The Inhabitants live inoft upon 
Fifhing, and bring their Fifh to 
- fell to the c doits . ‘ If perchance . 
their Wives, or any Women of 
their Family come along with the 
Men, they are left in the Boat , and a 
not iuffer d to ftep a Shore , for fear 
of Excommunication ; for the 
higheft Rule of Dilcipline, and 
the moft ftri&ly obferved , is that 
of not converting with Women. 
And for more caution , and better 
fecurity of preferving this Rule 
inviolable , they fuffer no cither 
“ 'V i Female 
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Female Creature of what kind foe-, 
ver, nor any Children , =or young 
rpen , that are Beard lefs to come 
within the Mount. 

In deferibing the place , we can- 
not pafs from Town to Village, 
but only from Monaftrys to Her- . 

mitages. 1 .

T he Monks of the place 
have a long Story , how this Mk*r 
wafttu, wanting Money to go on , 
with the great Church of the 
naftry, which he .had begum* was 
met with by the BlelTed Virgin , 
who took his ftaff from t him, and i 
fmote a Rock , -till it fent .out a 
Spring of Water , that runs at this 
day;. then thrufting his ftaft into 
the Ground * it became a , Tree , 
and fent forth Boughs and Leaves.

the publick Good. Here is. every 
Saturday a publick Market and the 
only Market within the whole cir- 
cumference of the Mount. Here 
alfo dwells the Aga , with two or 
three other Turks , who prote&s 
them from all injuries of other 
Turks , efpecially of the Sea-men 
' from Barbarj t whom they call Le- 
vtHts. The Bojlangy-Bafoa appoints

Pals we now to the Hermitages, 
Which are very fmall , but common* 
ly fo neer one another , as to make 
the appearance of a Village; There 
are tVvo places where they lye in 
great numbers. 1 . Hagia <^Ena, or 
fcti Ain , from a Church dedicated 


to that Saint. Thefe are the reti- 
ring places of fuch Hermits as live 

by 
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making of Crofles and Figures that 
reprefent our Saviours Paflion, and 


Hies, buy up all tliefe Manufactures 
\ to prelent unto people among 
whom they come. Thefe Hermits 
live more retired and melancholly, , 
being not above two or three, fome- 
times but one in an Houfe. And 
they do imitate the Lives of thofe 
antient Monks in tsSgypt , about 
The bais , that were imitators of 
St. Anthony , who did himfelf, as 
did all his followers, live and main- 
' tain themfelves by hand labour and 
manufactures, though of a very 
w mean fort, yet enough to earn them 
Food and Raiment. This St. 
i thony was the firft ChriftUn Monk of ' . 
the World , his Food was only 
Bread and Water • yet he liv’d 1 50 
years : His fame was fo great j that 
- Helen, the Mother of Confiantine the 
Great , did by letters fent to him , 


Seals and Marks proper for the 
confccrated Bread. 'The Caloirs 
that are fent abroad to confefs - Peo- 
ple, and to gather Alms for pious

Befides thefe Hermitages 'that 
lyefo heer invoifirtage* th%W afe ‘ 
abdVe ioob more difpetfed up and 
down tile Ifldhd , which do all be* 
long to feme one of the Monaftries. 

If a Man defife to live in d Ceil * he 
gives a certain Rate to that Mona- 
ftry to which it belongs * and lb 
is empotvr’d to enjoy that Cell, and 
the Land belonging tO’t for his life: v 
when he dieSj it returns to the Mo- 
ftaftr yj and the Monaftry is Heir to 
all that he leaves behind him: There . 
are Cells of all rates, from j Dol- ^ 
lerstoi5o. One thing is very re- 
markable , that IdleneiS is utterly 
battiflfd here, no man lives in the 


Iflfej Who is not fomfe way employ’d* . 
As for the maintenance of theft: 
Monaftries, though their Lands 
be fuffieietit to feed them j and their 

i ' ( , • ' Moun- 
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Mountain furnifh them with Wine 
enough to drink 5 yet as the matter 
is order'd, they commonly want 
Money to pay their Hxratch , or 
yearly Tribute of 3 Dollers per Poll, 
and buy themfelves Cloaths and 
Furniture for tilling their Land* 

So that every year they feledl: fome 
of their Caloirs to go abroad , and 
beg the Charity of chrijlian People, 
towards the relief of the refpe&ive 
Monaftry. And thcfe are always 
by two and two together. And 
the Monaftries agree before-hand 
to what particular places they will - 
lend their refpedhve Emiffaries , 
who continue ordinarily two or 
three years in their perambulation* 

At their coming home , the Money 
is delivered to the Skensphylax , or ' 
the Steward of the Monaftry . fot 
it is againft the Rule of their Order, 
to meddle with Money. He layes 
it out upon neceffary occasions, and 
what is left , is kept to defray the 
Charge of another Voyage. They 
have a Regifterof thole that beftow 
any thing >

pray, for ; 
therh: 
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them conftantly in the Monaftiry.' 

When they are chofen to go 
abroad , the Chief of the Mona- 
ftry names one of the Caloirs : The 
Perfon named, in token of his 
obedience , doth proftrate himfelf 
on the Ground before the Superiour 
of the Monaftry ,. and rifing, kilTes 
the Superiours hand. Then the 
Perfon firft nam’d, names thofe that 
{hall go along with him , who in 
like obedience , fir If" proftrate them- 
lelves before the Superiour, and 
kifs his hand , then do the like 
to the Caloir firft nam’d by the Con- 
vent, and own him for their Father 
and Superiour , to whom they owe 
all obedience during their million. 
When they go abroad, they firft ap- 
ply themfelves to the Metropolite of 
the Diocefe, and {hew him their 
Letters of Obedience from their 
Superiours. Whereupon the Me « 
tropolite gives them Letters of Per- 
miflion to ask Charity, and confefs 
Penitents throughout his Diocde. 
Where they Confefs any, they exadfc 
nothing of them by way of pecu- 
niary 
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. niary Penance; but only receive . 

what in charity they freely beftow. 

The beginning of Monks in 
Mount Athos , was from the time 
that the Mahometans invaded tArgfpt 
and Syria , where the Monks in < 
thofe places enjoying no fecurity of 
their lives , came into Greece , and 
I * defired of the Emperour a Place 
to live in, according to their Mona- 
ftick way. He appointed them 
Mount Athos , and Athanafius fore- 
f mention’d, was the firft that foun- 
ded a College here. They profef- 
fed at firft the imitation of St. An- 
Y thonyoi /Egypt) and St. Sabas- but 
r now the Rules of their Order are 
taken from St. Bafil. 

Af their firft coming to Mount 
| i Athos , they were a Colony of the . 

> Monks of th zHoly Land, , who fol- 
; low’d the Rules of St. Anthony of 
z^Egypt^nd St. Sabas $ but chiefly the 
Rules of St. Sabas , who liv’d long 
p after St. Anthony , w'hen Monkery 
began to alter its mode and fafhion, 
and from a cafual Retirement of 
fome few men to a rude and fimple 
- V x H 3 . way 
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way of life in the Wildemefs, to 
become fubje£ to Rules and Orders, 
to incorporate into Societies, to 
change their Caves into Cloifters , 
and to remove from Deferts to good . 
dwelling Houles, and places' of 
better convenience and accommo- 
dation. This St. Sabas , by his emi-» 
nent and lingular ftri&nefs, did 
highly advance the Fame and Ad- 
• miration of a Monaftick life. Hq 
was by birth a Cappadocian , of the 
Village of Mutalafca^ in the Diocefe 
of Cafarea , and being left Heir to 
a good Eftate , under the Care of 
his Uncle Hermias , the per verfenefs 
of his Aunt made him quit that 
Uncles Houfe , and go to Scandos , 
to live with another Uncle, whofe 
name was Gregory. This breeding 
a Dilfention between the two Un-?. 
cles,he,to avoid all occafion of dif- 
cord, betook himlelf to the Mona- 
ftry of Flavian* near Mutalafca ? 
whence at the eighteenth year of 
his Age, he went to ‘jerufaletn , to 
vilit thofe places which our Ble/Ted 
Saviours life and death hath made 
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; lo memorable- At that time the 
Fame of Euthymw , then Abbot of 
Jbture, by Bethlehem , was very great 
ip the Holy Lund. This enfiam’d 
young Sakts with great defire fo be 
admitted into lfis Monafiry : 
Wherefore one day as Euthymius was 
going to receive the Sacrament, he 
[ fell down at hi? feet, begging leave 
to be entred into his College : Bpt 
. Eitthymiue gave him the RepulJe, tel- 
ling him it was not fitting that <P 
young a Man fliould be admitted 
into Liter n ; yet lie would jrecom- 
piend him to a fipaller Monaftry 
hard by , where St. Theolfifiet was 
Abbot : Where having hay’d ten 
years, jEpthymiiv admitted him in- 
to a Cave by bis own Monaflry for 
five years. Then Ettthymm feJa<5ted 
L film , and Dmitw to vye tsketicle 
Severities in a folifary Place for four 
i years, which having perform’d to 
great admiration > about the Fur- 
Hethyearof his Age he retir'd to a 
Cave by the Brook of Bike. By 
that time be bad liv’d here fiye years 
he had a College of Pifciples , to 
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the number of 70, amongftwhom 1 
was John the Silentiary , Bifliop of . I 
Colon/ 4 in Cappadocia , before h^ en- 
tred into his Monaftick life , and 
after wards Abbot of this College , 

which was call'd Nova Laura. There 
were afterwards more Monaftries 
of this name in Pahjlin. Laura Pyrgi- 
orum by Jordan , built by one Jaco- * 
bus. Laura Malifcha , built by Fir- 
minus, aad Laura Maricha i by Seve- 
rs anus, and Laura Elcereba, by Juli- 
anus. But this Laura , built by 
. . St. Sabas , was the moft Famous 
where in his life-time the number of 
his Monks encreas’d to 150. He 
was eminent in the time of Anafia- 
f lus -> JuJlinus, and JuJlinianus Em- 
perours of Confiantinople, , anddy’d 
in the 94 th year of his Age. His 
name is yet very remarkable among > * 
the Eaftern Chrijl/ans , efpecially 
' at Mount pathos, whofe firft Monks • 
were but a Colony of his Difciples 
and whofe ancienteft College is cal- 
led Laura from his Laura in Pals (line 

Their conftant morning Player ' * 
js three hours before day 5 their 

evening 
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evening Prayer ?t Sun-let. On 
Sundays they go to Prayers five 
hours before day in the morning , 
and before great Holy-days their 
Prayers continue all night. They 
have likewife other let hours of 
Prayer for the day-time. 

They that enter into this profef- 
4 fion , are kept fix months Proba- 
tioners 5 during which time they 
are put to all the Exercife they 
muft undergo in their Profefiion. 

After the fix months are expired , 
the Novitiat chufeth among the 
Old Ca/oirs a God-father to introduce 
him , and to inftrutt him in the 
Ceremony of his Admiflion. This 
God father brings him to the 
Church door, where he is ftrip'd 
to his Shirt , and proftrates himfelf, 
v then he makes a lecond profiration 
in the middle of the Church , and 
a third at the Altar , and a fourth to 
the Superiour. Then upon his 
knees heanfwers to all the Interro- 
gatories made him by the Superiour, 
which are commonly thefe.

The Rules are thefe , • 

i. To renounce the W orld , and

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all that is near, and dear to them 
in it, as a Father and Mother, &(. 
according to that of our Saviour. 

2. To continue in the Monaftry 
in obedience to the Superiour and 
his Brethren. 

3. To fuffer all afflictions) and 
torments for the Love of God. 

4. To have nothing of their 
own , but all in common among 
their Brethren. 

5. To keep themfelves un (pot- 
ted from all carnality. 

6. To be always ready to go to 
Prayers at the appointed Hours. 

At Midnight * befqre Day* at 
Noon * at three a Clock after 
Noon; at Sun-let; and. after Sup- 
per : And after all this , when they 
go to their Cells , where they lye, 
to make 60 Prostrations , which 
they call MetanoitCs , or Pennances, 
with a fflort Prayer to every one 
for the Superiour- for their Bre- 
thren * for the Benefa&ors of the 
Monaftry , and in general , for all 
Chriftians . 

7. Not to eat or drink in fecret; 

L. but 
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but in common with their Bre- 
thren 5 andthisisfoobferv’d , that 
in cafe they are pinch’d with thirft 
betwixt Meals, they drink at the 
Window, or Door of the Cell, 
that all may fee them , and before 
they drink, they cry aloud , ’EiAoyt?, 
i. e. Give thanks. 

8. Not to eat Flefli all their ' 
lives , which is fo ftri&Iy obferved 
in Mount L^dthos , that in no iick- 
nefs they are permitted to break 
this rule ; but the Monks that T ra- 
vel , in cafe of ficknefs , may eat 
Flelh, if the Phyfician advife them 
to’ti But in Mount o/Mw they 
are allow’d on Sundays , Tuefdays , . 
Thurfdays , and Saturdays^ to eat 
Eggs , Butter , Cheefe , and Filh 5 
the other days they eat none of J 
thefe , nor drink any thing but « 
Water only * and thofe other days 
they have only a Dinner , at Night 
they eat a piece of Bread, and drink 
a little water at the Church-door , 
and fo to Prayers , and thence to 
their Cells , where they remain in 
great filonoe. But the Sick, Aged * 

and 
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afid filch as have ilewly come from 
a Journey , are allow’d to eat in 
the cotnmon Refectory. 

For the better Government of 
the Monaftry , the Superiour goes 
in perfon to every man’s Cell , ac- 
companied with fome of the elder 
Cdoirs , and if he find any man out 
of his Cell, or two or three together 
in another man’s Cell , this is a 
Crime , after three reproofs very 
punilhable. The younger cdoirs 
ftand in great dread of this noctur- 
nal Perambulation , and have that 
faying of St. Pauls very much in- 
culcated. tieb. 13. 17. 

The Burying of the Dead is 
much like the way of Burying , 
defcribed at Smos > with this dif- 
ference, that a Year after Inter- 
ment, they take up the Scull , 
and wafh it with Wine, and put 
it in a Charnel , infcribing the 
name of the Deceafed upon the 
Charnel. 

Thus much of. Mount dthos ,
